Lexington and Taducah have more 
nearly perfect child labor condition 
and a better enforcement of the Child 
Labor law than any communities In^ 
the state, according to Mrs. L. R. Bush 
formerly state labor inmeolor of Ala- 
bltta, who baa boon aiding In tbe 
child welfare anrvey of the state 
which has been In progress since 
March under the National Child La- 
bor Commission. 

Mrs. Bush completed her work this 
week, and has returned to her home 
In Alabama. The report of the itall of 
oii^t expert! who oondnotod tbe rar- 
vey In the state will not be published 
until September. 

The survey included education, re- 
creation, child labor, delinquency, de- 
pendency, the administration of insti- 
tutions for children. Juvenile courts 
and all important matters relating to 
ohlldren. The object ot the study was 
to lay an Informational basis for ac- 
tion toward a Kentucky Children's 
Code, a stundardlzatlon of all state 
laws effecting children, the harmoni- 
zation of the administrative marliln- 
ery of the state, counties, cities and 
munlolpalltiea, and the co-ordinatiun 
of all ohUd welfare aotlviUes. Tho 
study was made at the request of the 
Kentucky Child Labor Association and 
several kindred organlcatlons whirh 
will present the report to the 1920 los;- 
islature and use it to Influence the 
platform of both political parties In 
tavor of progressive legislation. The 
wb^ was done by Bdward C. Clopper, 
assistant secretary of the National 
Child Labor Coq^mission, and a staff 
of eight experts un (llfTcrent phases. 
The survey started in Lexlngtbn 
March 23. and was concluded in l.mi- 
isTllle June 6. Sixteen represeira- 
.tliftoottntles In the mountain mining 
and agrloultural sections. In the blue- 
grass reghm, the penayrU* nnd the 
purchase! with lefleraon oonaty as an 
example of a county dominated by a 
eKy were studied. The records of 
schools, churches, charitable orgnni- 
tations, Juvenile and all orgnni- 
zattons, dealing directly or Indirectly 
with ohlldren were used in the work. 

Tbe etaS ot experts included Mrs. 
Bush; MIsa BUiabeth Bliss, who in- 
vestigated edneatlodal tcondltlons; 
Miss Mabel Brown Ellis, whose work 
was in juvenile delinquency; W. H 
Swift. socialLst in law and administra- 
tion; Charles Gibbons, agrlcultuml 
and industrial expert; Raymond U. 
Fuller, recreational worker; Dr. H. H. 
MItohell, who had obarge ot health 
InTcstlgations;' and Mdsa 'Thereea 
Woifson, who will follow up the work 
done by the staff. 

Miss Mabel Brown Ellis was In 
Maysvllle for several days a couple 
of weeks ago going over the records 
in the County and Cireult Clerk's of- 
iRbs. Before the lett Itoysrllle, she 
highly complimented Maaon ooonty 
upon her record as to Infant delin- 
quency. 

Mr. Clopper said that no rccotnmi n- 
datlon for the enactment of another 
Child Labor law would be made, as 
that tatndneMI and p^ped by the 
Kentocky liOglslatnre largely through 
the efforts of Senator HMOdera Tunis, 
was an excellent (MM. It la not per- 
fect, since It forbids the employment 
of children under legal age while 
many of them are idle and out of 
school because of inefficient truant of- 
loers, he said.

K they are Americana elected by Americana and awom to up- 
hold Americunism they should think of AiiktIcii. IT they arc going 
tc repreaent foreigners as against the best interests of this country 
tiiejr should not be in congresa. ^ 

The debate on immigration in the houKc Ims lironght lortli some 
acrid' comments. It is the fairest assuniption tiiat the antagonists 
bi the bill are pleailing the cause of the prospective desirable new- 
eomer; in whieli posilion, it only dcsiniliility could lie iissiircd, Ihcy 
are well grounded and \vc have no dispute witii them; but their zeal 
for the desirables— a tlieor^k- only, because they cannot vouch for 
them — is very likely to prove the haven of the unconsideralilcs and 
for this reason we urge them to consider the welfare of the nation 
and no*^tlie ineliiiations of an mitried polyglot. 

The United States ia eager to welcome ihe desirable neweoiuer; 
but equally anxious, nay, more, to turn away the violent trouble 
m^ker. We are threatened wilh a great influx of immigrants from 
^ central .^uijope. "What shall we assume to lie tin- reason for ''this 
movement; that they are eager for the freedom of America; or anx- 
ious to escape the obligations they have eolleetively incurred? 

If freedom, we may suggest that they are getting nn)re of it in 
central Europe than they bargained for. But in (lermnny and Ilun- 
gary we see a great wai debt settling: they have just lieen assured 
♦.hey are not the aupermen they claime dto he. Yd if they are super- 
men let them prove it luy overcoming advetaity. That is where a 
superman makes good. 

'But suppose pur bars are let down and they lloek to our shores ; 
and that in another generation v,-e are vampiislied (wliieh <iod for- 
bid) in a disastrous war, who, lliink you, would first with all celerity 
get out of America and disavow the obligation .' Have you the re- 
motest doubt that it would lie the whole s<iule(l American with 
the traditiona of the nation at heart who would stay, shoulder the 
load, fight back and stand by when the going is had ? 

We do not say that all immigrants are lleeing their olilifralions. 
Many of them are inspired by noMe amhitions. Ibit this particular 
time, while it may be bad for the immigranta, is an exceedingly pro- 
pitious time for us to look to.the state of the tmtiou. Ami w nmy 
broadly assume that if foreigners seurry away from European olili. 
gationa they will not be lesa nimble to (piit America under aimilar 
circumstances, flood citizens are liest in adversity. 
~" America eerlainly enjoys the right to select fbe nn-mhcrs of the 
national houaehold. Furthermore, bloodthirsty radicals are not seek- 
ing improvement under our standard of morals, hut rather to de- 
stroy. Nor is tis a speculation, hut a fact of which we have had 
ample proof throughout the war. proof which atill ia exiatent. 

Restrictive imniigratioTi should lie luloiited and without delay. 
, Radicals may not be lire, but they are fuel. If We extend hospitality 
to bolahevists we may not bum, but we'll aujrely have fire.

We know tliere were thousands of Japanese and Chinese in 
Mexico before the fall of Porflrio Dias. 

But it is inevilalile that inilevs artilicially checked there will lie 
an inflow from Asia. The .Mexicans cannot expect to hold a rich 
eonntry undeveloped in this age. Natnre adhbrs a vacuum and whil^ 
the press of population i.s so gn iit in China and -laiian their good 
people will pour into lands where life is easier and opportunities 
greater. The Japanene and Chinese are more industrious than the 
peon of Mexico ,ind hetter e(|ni|'i>ed for snrvival. Both woald do 
very well, especially in agriculture. 

Our own interest in the growth of a large Asiatic population 
, i.outh of the border is obvious, 'i'hey w'luld create a more serious 
race cleavage tban now exists un this continent, and both economic 
and social frietion might hpcome dangerous in time. 

Mexico ill lier eniiditiiiii of 1 idMoiilic cdlhipse and political con 
fusin is a constant menace to the I'nited States. She must be helped 
t6 enter upon the path of peaeefn) development, and there is no other 
liation we xan alTord to hiivc give tat help than oorselves. The 
Vdekcr we address ourselves to this diity the better.

the writer has kept silent Instead of 
acknowledging the authorship and 
Bavini Oovernor Black's chance (or 
the nomination. Pitaer Black, ion of 
the Governor, sfys that enemies of 
his father are making a mountain out 
of a mole hill, and that the reference 
to certain persons serving on juries 
was intended merely to show that llic 
applicant for a pass was a nipiiilier of 
a prominent and well-connected fam 
lly. 

In anawerlnrthe demanda of Demo- 
cratic newspapers that he remove cer- 
tain offlcers appointed by Stanley, 
Governor Black mentioned only one 
olflcer, Thomas I'annel, state fire mar- 
shall, saying that he was under the 
state auditor and not the executive 
department He gave no encourage- 
ment to the insistent demandi from 
all sections of the state that he can- 
cel the contracts made by Stanley 
employing three special attorneys for 
the Rlnghani lax case, gayng that he 
(lid not believe Ihe contract a mere 
scrap of paper. He declared that If he 
found It could be cancelled without in- 
Juatice to the state und$r the dic- 
tates of eonaolence and falrnetB he 
would cancel It. 

The I.oulsvllle Herald credit* Demo- 
crats iiienlilled with the ornanizalioii 
of Governor Black with the statement 
that William 0. Head, former mayor 
of Louisville, will enter the race for 
the Demopratic nomination for I^leu- 
tenant Governor. Mr. Head haa de- 
nied the ramor, and the aupporters 
of .TiuIkp Carroll for. Governor ex- 
pressed surprise, as Mr. Head Is a 
leader in Ixiuisvilie and the Fifth Dis- 
trict, which Is strongly pro-Carroll. 
There Is still talk of a "dark horae" 
in the Ueutentfnt Qovemor'a race, and 
the optailon ot the atate preaa seems to 
JM that Oovamdf Black ia preparing 
a slate and that neither .Ronald C.

SHE EXPERIENCES 
OF KENTUCKUNS 
^ WHILE PMSONERS 

SoMetUng About the Men of Kentucky 
Who Were Taken PrlMoer b; the 
flenuni During the OlMt 
Wortd War. 

The following are accounts of some 
of the tagttHmom of Kentucky boys 
wbo were oeptured by the Qermani. 
The report! are iMuad ton the author- 
ity of the KentwAy Conncll o( Na- 
tional Defense: 

Ray Boyd, of Hopklnsvllle, Ky., was 
taken prisoner a few days before the 
armistice was signed. Before he was 
capOired he brought down two Qer- 
au Mldiers, in which light he was 
wounded. He and the two Oermans 
were taken to the hospital at the eame 
time. Boyd, who has recently return- 
ed to his home, says that he was treat- 
ed well while In the German hospital, 
and even Invited to remain In Ger- 
many. He said he declined this Invi- 
tation with thanks, as the dear old V. 
a X WH good enough tor him. 

Lieut. Hugh Dogan, of Lexington, 
Ky.,: was captured and held as a prls- 
onar for nine months before being re- 
leased. \ie was forced to eat the Ger- 
rations for four or five luoiUhs. 
,er which time Red Cross parcels 
to arrive for the prisoners. He 
the Qernuuu took one-third of 
mA «aa1 Red Crots portion. 

It (tported br the Aaaootated 
Frees on April tl, 1«19, that eleven 
American prisoners who had been 
held by the Bolshevlkl had been sent 
out of Russia by way of Stockholm. In 
this number was John Trlplett, of 
Lackey, in Floyd County, Ky. 

CleriBoe Klmes, of Hickman, Ful- 
ten Ooanty, Ky., efter months of won- 
derful experlMioee and lighting In 
n«nee, Is home again, bearing the 
■cars of German bullets on his arm, 
breast and leg. He had fully recov- 
ered from his wounds. He was one 
fifteen prisoners captured by the 
lans in a big drive. He reports 
the Qermana treated him well in 
but that the food niik medical 
ettiatian. were nothing to brag about. 

Lesiie Pedlgo, of Loulerille, Ky., 
■pent two horror-nucd years in e Qer- 
man prison. While on board a British 
merchant ship he was captured by the 
German raider Moewe early In IH17. 
Pedlgo relates that during the time he 
«M hi prison he was beaten, starved 
mt wirind to a point alnoet beyond 
fBlMfHMi ftet of this worli was un- 
loalttg »ig iroe. The diet eonsisfed 
of saail sour eitf tttfMpi. Pet of 
Psdlgo's story is as tbHowe: 
"At Lubeck we were housed In 



warehouses and slept in ship bunks. 
We worked, loading and unloading pig 
Iron from the ships, from 6 o'clock In 
the morning until 8 o'clock at night. 
This work waa lilte torture-^ all of 
us, alth9U(h there* were many big. 
husky seamen among us. The menu 
of the Qerman army and navy tbr pris- 
oners must liave been the same, for 
even at Lubeck we were given only 
the same old snail soi^i, and boiled, 
and sometimes raw, turnips. When 
we were unruly and oftentimes when 
we were not, we/ were given pulp 
bread and water and kept on this diet 
for days. I tried four times to escape 
and all I got was g hole In my head, 
and the vacancy "Vhich these false 
teeth fill. The treatment which we 
got when we were recaptured, after 
trying to escape, I can't describe. It 
was too horrible." 

Charles Porter, of LouisTille, en- 
list^ with the Canadians In 1914. On 
November 23, 1914, he was on the fir- 
ing line, with the 3rd Battalion. He 
was in the first battle at Vpres. He 
was wounded In January at St. Jullen, 
spent two months In hospital and re- 
turned to Ypres. He waa wounded a 
seooad time, and epeat a year in a 
French hoepital. Returning to the 
f^nt In 1916 he was again severely 
wounded and left on the Held. This 
lime his name appeared in the list of 
liead. But Porter was this lime res- 
cued from a shell hole by the Ger- 
mans and made prisoner. After being 
In a Qerman hospital for four months 
he waa eent to a term in Westphalia 
to work. He refused to work and was 
beaten with Iron rods and starved. At 
this time th^ British were sending ra- 
tions for the prisoners, but when the 
prisoners refused to work the Oer- 
mans moved them quickly from one 
place to another and used -other un- 
derhand metliods to prevent them let- 
ting food eent to them. More than a 
year elapsed before Porter received 
his first rations from British Govern- 
ment Until that time he 8ubslste<f 
entirely on two slices of Holtz bread

Ameriean aoldiers then 
captured the position at which he had 
been taken prisoner, and he and his 
rescuers captured the five Germans 
who had made him a prisoner. 

LleuL Lee H. Whitehead, of JelTi 
Monroe County, Ky., wee toi^ 
mooths ia a aemuM priaea eamp. He 
reported tliat on a certain march he 
met ZSe ■ngllsh prisoners 'who were 
all that were left of 1.5no nri^inally 



captured, the others having died of 
starvation. Whitehead declared that 
If It had not been for the Red Cross 
he, together with many others, would 
have died. 

Hlsterfeal Drive 

June Is Historical Month In Ken- 
tucky. Every county in llu' Stale is 
now engaged In making u purmaucnr 
lecord of the part It played in the 
World War. 

The records of the soldiers are be- 
ing made on War Record Sheela.' The 
records of the civilians are being made 
in the form of reports of the work 
done by the Couny Council of Defense, 
Red Cross Chapters, Liberty Loan 
Campaign Committees, Women's Clubs 
and other organlzatloiis which took 
a part in winning the war. 

When these records are completed 
they will be bound in permanent form 
and placed in the archives of the coun- 
ty. 

The Kentucky Council of Defense 
Inaukurated this work in September, 
1918, by appointing Sinic and County 
Historians. These historians are en- 
gaged in the laborious t^k of com- 
piling complete lists of the men, who 
have lost their Uvee, thoee who'^have 
been wounded and those who have 
won special honors. They are also 
making a complete rosier of all men 
In the service. A special effort is be- 
ing made to get a complete list of 
the volunteers, and those who have 
been for a lon^ time in the regular 
army. Bvery pereoa who hae a relk- 
tlve in the eerviee ehould main it a 
personal duty to see that a War Rec- 
ord blank Is filled for such person and 
handed to the County Historian.
